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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 13,14 and 1 7 are objected as improper dependent claims and will not be 
treated on the merit. These claims refer to other claims as intended use. Therefore, they 
do not include all the limitations of claims from which they depend from. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

Therefore the groups listed below lack unity of invention. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1 , claim(s) 1 , 2 and 15, drawn to a device comprising a cutting member that is 
arranged inside the chamber and an arm member. 

Group 2, claim(s) 1 , 3 and 4, drawn to a device comprising an arm member that forms 
an intermediate guiding member. 

Group 3, claim(s) 1 , 3 and 5, drawn to a device comprising an arm that consists of an 
angular position detection sensor. 

Group 4, claim(s) 1 , 6, 7 and 16, drawn to a device comprising a selective guiding 
means that includes a ramp and a third driving means. 

Group 5, claim(s) 1 , 6, 8 and 9, drawn to a device comprising a third driving means that 
is fitted with a second ramp. 

Group 6, claim(s) 1, 6, 8 and 10, drawn to a device comprising a third driving means 
place under the control of a sensor. 
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Group 7, claim(s) 1 and 1 1 , drawn to a device comprising a second driving means 
composed of a couple of rollers. 

Group 8, claim(s) 1 and 12, drawn to a device comprising wherein the cutting member is 
a knife. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I through 8 do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: an "X" 
reference, US Patent 5,717,836, establishes a lack of unity a posteriori, and the 
technical feature of claim 1 , is not a technical feature that defines a contribution over the 
prior art.
